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not exceeding $2,500.00, as shall then remain in 
said surplus into a Capital Reserve Fund for the 
financing of all or part of the cost of construc- 
tion, reconstruction, or acquisition of permanent 
public improvements or betterments in this Dis- 
trict, including sidewalks, parks, street lighting, 
and the planting of new trees, and also for the 
acquisition of any necessary new equipment or 
machinery for sidewalk and park construction 
or maintenance, life saving, fire protection, insect 
control, or other District purposes.

Commissioners’ Report 
1968-1969 


1. CAPITAL RESERVE FUND: £=From our 
$5,000.00 Capital Reserve Fund established from our 
surplus a year ago for the construction and recon- 
struction of permanent public improvements, etc., 
we have financed four new sections of concrete walk 
and one reconstructed section of asphalt walk, for 
a total cost of $3,916.00. The appended report of the 
Trustees of Trust Funds shows that there is left in 
this Fund, after adding interest, $1,139.78 for our 
use another year. 


It is proposed to add this year’s unexpended sur- 
ylus of approximately $2,200.00 to this Fund, under 
Article 5 of this year’s warrant, and to continue to 
use the Fund for the reconstruction of our concrete 
walks where most needed, and for the construction of 
new asphalt walk along Chapel Road. 


2. SIDEWALKS: New concrete sidewalks were 
constructed last fall from our Capital Reserve Fund, 
to replace or extend existing walks, as follows: (1) 
on Willow Avenue, by land of Union Chapel and 
Rottomley; (2) at the corner of Ocean Boulevard 
and Atlantic Avenue, by the Marcottes’ land; (3) on 
Atlantic Avenue, to extend the present walk by the 
Matthew Warren land; and (4) along Sea Road by 
the Abbott property. Over 300 feet of asphalt walk 
were reconstructed, from the Capital Reserve Fund, 
along the Ocean Boulevard opposite the Peter Fuller, 
Hodgkins, Cross, and Bahan properties. Out of our 
general appropriation we financed extensive repairs 
to our ocean-front walk between Bass Beach and the 
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south end of Willow Avenue, as well as all routine 
walk maintenance. 


We believe it is important for a community to have 
sidewalks because (1) they are a safety measure, as 
well as a convenience, for pedestrians, and (2) they 
add to the value of the property. Our present policy 
is to replace worn-out walks where most needed, with 
the same material as before; and to extend sidewalks 
(constructed of asphalt or hot top) along Chapel 
Road where there has been so much building, and 
eventually down Old Locke Road. 


The table below gives a survey of the miles of 
street within the district, together with the miles of 
sidewalk and other data. The dwelling count is over- 
stated, since when a house is on two roads it has 
been counted twice. The table is intended only to 
show the relative amount of sidewalks along the 
various roads.

3. POLICE PROTECTION AND LIFEGUARD: 
Our police protection is now being furnished by the 
police force of North Hampton, and by a special pa- 
trolman financed by certain of our property owners 
and assigned to specific sectors. However, in spite 
of a town ordinance, people continue on occasion to 
park after midnight in the beach parking area. At 
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times, cars race through certain sections at night, 
and the occupants hurl bottles, refuse, etc. from the 
speeding automobiles. We are endeavoring to work 
with the Town in this matter, and stand ready to 
supplement the Town’s budget where advisable and 
where we can under our own fiscal limitations. As 
this goes to press the Commissioners have requested 
a meeting with the Selectmen of the Town. We shall 
report further on this at our Annual Meeting. 


Our share of the lifeguard expense was increased 
substantially this year in order to get a better man 
tor this work. The present lifeguard was selected by 
agreement between the North Hampton Chief of 
Police and the District Commissioners, and has car- 
ried out his duties to our general satisfaction. 


4. MOSQUITOES: We have had two mosquito 
sprays this summer, and they have been partially 
effective. We frankly do not know of any spray that 
will be fully effective without also disturbing the 
ecology of the region. The most promising develop- 
ment may be a biological approach (importing 
something that likes mosquitoes but is not in itself 
an additional nuisance). We are hopeful that con- 
tinued research may ultimately produce a satisfac- 
tery solution that will be available to us. 


o0. PARKS AND COMMONS: In addition to as- 
suming one half of the expense of maintaining the 
roadside gardens by the Fish Houses, the District 
has had three employees engaged throughout the 
summer in picking up papers, glass, and other refuse 
regularly, on the Bathing Beach, in the Public Park- 
ing Area, and along all roads and sidewalks in the 
District. 


6. FIRE HOUSE: The roof of the District’s fire 
nouse is in bad condition, and will have to be re- 
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shingled this fall, at a cost of about $250.00, requir- 
ing an increase in our proposed Fire Prevention 
budget above the figure recommended by the Budget 
Committee. 


7. PROPERTY RE-ASSESSMENT: A re-assess- 
ment of property values throughout the Town of 
North Hampton was started by the State Tax Com- 
mission in our end of the Town this August. Proper- 
ty owners are requested to co-operate by letting the 
Vax Commission’s representatives inspect their 
buildings, inside as well as outside. 


8. POLLUTION: In our District Reports of 1965 
and 1966 we commented at length on the matter of 
pollution, and reported that the State Water Pollu- 
tion Commission had been formed, had held hearings 
nad surveyed the coastal area, and had published 
guidelines. This Commisison is now re-surveying the 
State shoreline in a more intensive manner, is up- 
dating the previous survey, and is contacting indi- 
vidual property owners. The Commission has the 
power to issue “Cease and Desist Orders,” and has 
done so, on occasion, including the levy of a daily 
fine for noncompliance. Portsmouth and Rye have 
been surveyed, and it is expected that North Hamp- 
ton will be surveyed within a month. 


Without attempting to use scare tactics, we would 
point out that no discharge carrying bacteria origi- 
nating from sewage is permitted into public waters. 
If local residents or owners are in doubt regarding 
their sewage systems, they are advised that the Pub- 
lic Health Officer is Dr. Hugo Hochschild, and the 
,uilding Inspector is Mr. Martin Quirk. 


9. DISTRICT OFFICERS: Last September the 
Commissioners reappointed Ogden Nash as a mem- 
ber of the Zoning Board of Adjustment for a five- 
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vear term, and William P. Fowler as Zoning Inspect- 
or for a term of one year. Because of the absence last 
winter of the Clerk, Eleanor 8. Sullivan, the Commis- 
sioners appointed Robert J. Palmer as Deputy Clerk 
to serve during the Clerk’s absence. Frank W. Hussey 
resigned as Treasurer this spring, and the Commis- 
sloners appointed Grace B. McCabe as our Treasurer 
for the rest of Mr. Hussey’s unexpired term. 


10. HISTORY: Little Boar’s Head has been in 
existence as a village district since 1905, or for 64 
years. During this period there have been many once 
familiar landmarks and ways of life of which the 
eresent generation is now barely aware. We refer to 
such items as the Portsmouth Electric Railway, with 
its “Y’’ and two trestles, Bachelder’s Hotel, Atlantic 
Avenue and the Ocean Boulevard as dirt roads, and 
the old water storage tank (for street sprinkling) 
located beside the creek between the present Earth- 
rowl and Mary Fuller properties, etc. Because we 
think it will be interesting historically, we plan to 
publish each year one photograph from the past. The 
picture included with this year’s Report is that of 
Union Chapel some ten or fifteen years after it was 
built-in) 1877.
